Many  of  our 
congregants  will  remember  him  from  his  beautiful 
prose  poem  which  was  read  as  a  special  sup¬ 
plement  to  our  High  Holyday  services  this  year.

On  the  evening  of  January  6th,  Rabbi  Stein¬ 
berg  will  treat  with  a  truly  amazing  statement 
by  Heinrich  Heine  made  over  one  hundred  years 
ago,  in  which  he  foretold  what  has  happened 
in  Germany  recently.  Heine's  prophecy  was 
based  upon  certain  assumptions  which  the 
sermon  will  make  clear  and  evaluate.

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TWO  GERMAN  RABBIS  CALLED 
TO  OUR  PULPIT 

Assuming  its  share  in  the  burden  of  relieving 
the  distress  of  German  Jewry,  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  through  its  Board  of  Trustees  has 
decided  to  elect  as  associate  ministers  of  our 
congregation  two  German  rabbis  for  whom  life 
has  become  unbearable  in  Germany  itself.  A 
special  committee  on  German  refugees  has  been 
appointed  to  make  the  selection  of  two  men, 
and  to  issue  the  contracts.  The  committee  con¬ 
sists  of  William  Heller,  Chairman;  Bernard  Botein, 
S.  S.  Kogan,  Isaac  Liberman,  Barney  Schlinger, 
and  Dr.  L.  L.  Shapiro. 

In  addition  to  this  specific  task  the  committee 
will  also  supervise  all  efforts  at  integrating 
German  Jewish  emigres  in  our  neighborhood  into 
our  congregation  and  into  American  Jewish  life 
generally.
